Toulon, Aug. 22. 
HE Marthal de ieife havirg refolv’d 
to beat the Enemy from the Hiils they 
were poffels’d of, causd the Brigades 
of Limofin and la Sarre wih 4 Com- 
panies of Grenadiets, and sco Dra- 
goons on Foot ro march th the Beginning of 
Night, under the Commard of M. Dilion and rhe 
Count de Villars, to attack the Eminences of fa 
Croix Faron. They made themfclves Mafters 
them in a very little Time, taking or ktilug thole 
thar defended them, and afterwards made the Sig. 
nals agreed on. The 15th an Hour before Day, the 
Marquis de "Goesbriand march'd-with 18 Bactaiii- 
ons, with which 3 Attacks were form’d. hat on 
the Right commanded by Count Caraccioli, was :o 
attack the Chapel of St. Catherine; that in the 
Centre led by the Count de Moncforeau, was to at- 
tack the Intrenchment made op a Flat in che Middle 
of the Hill ; and that on the Left which the Count 
_ de Teffe commanded, wat to endeavour to take 
Poffeifion of the Top of the Hill. All the Troors 
mov'd art once, nage ta the Pofts with fo great 
Vigour, that they beat the Enemy out of not- 
withftanding the Refiftance they made. ihe Mar- 
thal de Tefle who was with the Marquis de Gces- 
briend affoon as the Arctack began, «ould hardly 
withhold the Troops. who wouid have puriued she 
Enemy into their Camp. He caus’d 4 Battalions 
ofted behind the hollow Way of St. Catherine to 
be charg’d ; many Soldiers of thofe Bartaliions were 
kill'd, and the reft ran away in their Shirts, leaving 
behind them their Cloaths, and their Baggage which 
was plunder’d. Then he caus’d the Parailel which 
coverd the Enemy’s Army to be attack'd ; greater 
Refiftance was made there, it was carried after 
an Hour’s Right. In that Piece the Enemy teceiy'd 
the greateft Lofs, the Prince of Saxe-g ha with a 
great Number of Officers being kii!’d :bere, and the 
Duke of Wirtemberg wounded. In tbe mean time 
the Marquis de Cadrieux with 300 Grenadiers 
made a falfe Attack on th. Hill of Mzigue, to make 
a Diverfion: And M. de Barville wih the Troops 
that guarded the Paffage of S. Antoine, attack’d the 
Caftle of Ardenes. Ji was defended by 100 Fout 
fupported by 300 Horfe ; of whom fome were kili’d, 
30 made Prifoners, and the reft fled. The Artillery 
of the Town.and of the Ships made an extraordi- 
nary Fire and kill’d a good Number of the Enemy, 
who appear'd in the Plain to oppofe the Actack 
made by the Marquis de Cadrieux. A ffoon as the 
Fight was over, the Enemy’s Intrenchments and 
Batreries were levell'd, and 6 Cannon were taken ; 
and then the Troops retir’d, bavirg had but 40 Mer 
kill'd and 126 wounied. The Entmy’s Lofs was 
much more confiderable, above tooo of them being 
kil’'d, and 200 made Prifoners, among them 2 Col- 
lonels and feveral other Officers. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Sepr. 8. 
“The Continuation of the Fournal kept in the Camp 
of the Allies before Toulon. The 13th of Aug. nothing of 
Moment paf:'d ; only Cannon was drawn to the Batte- 
res on our Left, ro fire upon Fort Sr. Louis and the 
Port and Tower of St. Margaret. The 14th fome 
Ships of the Fleet arproach’d nearer to -hy Road to 
fhut up the City the clofer, and we begzn ro barrer 
Fort St. Louis with good Succefs.
